Clark of Yazoo City, Mississippi, standing in his Delfos cotton. 
Mr. Clark won first place in the 1951 Mississippi 5-Acre 
Contest with Delfos 9169. He produced a record-breaking 
yield—8,915 pounds of lint cotton from the five acres for 
an average yield per acre of 1,783 pounds. This is a world’s 
record. Mr. Clark says, ‘“‘Delfos is just the best cotton I ever 
planted.
